On tho othcr hand, tho Party has carricd on, as you also strosscd, 
not only а 51116616 against tho political авосс% of tho Christi- 
anity of tho Church, but also а siruecelo aginst Party mombors 
adhcring to a Christian Confossion at all. 

I ап of the opinion that under these circumstances tho “or- 
ganization of the Gorman сопсор% of tho Christian Во]1іліоп bv 
Luthcr’, will уоту casilv collapse if, as in ustria and in tho 
sudetcn Gau, tho privilo^cs aro withdraw Crom all 1 
Churches, namolv tho levying of taxcs and tho Government sub- 
51041605.

foundation, cannot cfficicntly combat tho Catholic Church, Tho 
national-socialistio stato, thoreforc, cannot substituto anything

The Basis of the Christian Re 1 rests in our inner

us to this real »Ohristian Religion». Christian Religion 
can only te zrasped when not only tho genius of a Luther 
but also tho common men has learned to difforontiato petweon 
the realms of reason and toliof. It depends noithor on sacred 
orders nor on sacrancnts, but ono finds the way to it only 
when ono has learned how to doubt reason as voll as how this 
reason in its sroatnesshas learned in its limitcd tounds tho 
most cxact thines. and only pricsts who have graspod this 
with hoart and mind сап riso above tho mundano clorcy ana 
attain truc pricsthood and fill the hearts of tho pooplo

I have thorcforo beon working оп а projoct for tho last 
fifioon years which is to cstablish tho scicntific basis 
of national-socialism so that ovoryono can understand 1%;

These efforts have at any rate 
reached some conclusion and have been fruitful, in so far as 
it was possille to achiovo unity among those men who as 
confidential advisors 5o tho Chureh Council have henecforth 
the opportunity of obsainineg the confidence of: the people who 
Тесі themsclves bound to tho Evangelical Church, бу means of 
positive work, 

If those men, Bishop Marahrons, Bishop Schultzbf Mecklen- 
burg and church official (Oberkonsistorialrat) Hyumon grasp 
the need of the hour, thon through positive efforts they can 
direct the course of the Evangelical Chursh towards the goal 
for which both thoy and I are striving - the establishing 
of a legal and administrative unit. Should they not under- 
stand how to manage this positive work correctly, then we both 
Will have, unfortunately to bury all hope of maintaining tho 
organization of the Lutheran Church, because the success of 
Such a work is the only thing that can give tho Fuchror 
justification for granting us full powers in the direction 
desired by us. 

As you can imagine, I should like it much better if you 
мете among these three men, because then I would know that 
the work would be onorzotically and successfully directed to 
our common goal. I will however, devote to this project all 
the energy at nv disposal, as I stand at му post and tho 
Fuehror will decide whether I am right or wrong, 

These are bad times which our people are now entering, 
but I believe that hore Providence has managod overything 
propitiously. She has provided us through tho Fuchrer with 
the most favorable conditions that could be found for the 
unavoidable struggle, If the Cerman people stand the test 
-- and what could load us to doubt that -- everything must 
como to a good and victorious conclusion, and only with that 
would there be the condition for the building of the Third 
Reich in peaceful socuritv from without and be conscicntious 
work from within; only then would thoro be the basis for tho 
work in the communities as regards a peoples's Church which 
You so rightly believe to be of tho utmost importance.

In connection with my report (snecial delivery of 22 July 1938) 
subjoct: Bishop Dr. Sproll of Rottenbure, I further communicate 
that the following teletype from the Gostono office in Stuttgart 
just came in here: 


"The Party on 23 July 1939 from 2100 on carried qut tho thitd 
demonstration against Bishop Sproll. Participants about 2500- 
5000 were brought in from outsice by bus, etc. The Rottenburg 
populace again did not partici p 1te in the demonstration. This 
town took rather a hostile 555151146 to the demonstrations. The 
action got completely out of hand of the Party Member responsible 
for it. The Cemonstraters stormsad tho palace, beat in the gates 
and doors. About 150 tc 200 people forced their wey into the 
palace, searched the rooms, threw files out of the windows anc rume 
maged through the beds in tho rooms of the palaco. Опе bed was 
ignited. ofore the fire got to the other objects of equipment 

in the rooms спа the palace, the floring bed could be thrown from 
the window an the fire extinguishec. The Bishop wes with Arche 
bishop Groeber of Freiburg алс tho indies and gentleman of his 
menage іп the chapel at prayer. About 25 to 30 people pressed 
into this chapel and molested those present. Bishop Groeber was 
taken for Bishop Sproll. He was grabbed by the robe and dragged 
back end forth, Finally the intruders reslizec thet Bishop Groeber 
is not the one they are sesking. They could then be persuaded to 
leave tho building. After the evacuation of the palace by the 
demonstrators I hed an interview with Archbishop Groeber, who left 
Rottenburg in the night.  Groobor wahts to turn to the Fuohror 

and Reich Minister of the Interior Dr. Frick anew. On the course 
of the action, the dameze donc as well 8 tho homage of the 
Rottenburg populace beginning toc^y for tho Bishop I shall imme- 
дізбеіу hant in a full report, after І am in the ret of Suppr-ss- 
ing counter mess mectings.

Moved by the reports from Wuerttembere my Deputy in my absence 
directed the letter ^ttachod іп сору б II 2277/38 2030 dated 5 
May to the Foreign Office. In accoréance with that the Foreign 
Office on 18 Ney turned to the Germen Embessy ct the Vatican 
with the instruction thot it should be urged on tho Holy See 
to persuade Bishop Sproll tha t ho shoul¢ resign his Bishopric. 


The bishop sojourning outside of his Ciocese hsd 51262847 re- 
ceived the instruction to : return to his Ciocese. Оп 18 Mey 
Sproll quietly returncd to Wuerttemberg and rotir^d to St.

Since no answer to the instruction of 18 May had been ге- 
ceived from the Embassy at t ho Holy See, оп 1 July the settle- 
ment of the affair was egain brought up in Rome. Оп 18 July 
tho letter of tho Foreign Office attached in copy - Pol III 
1886 of 11 July was received. Whether tho affair has again been 
discussed with the Cardinal Secretary of Stato, as planned, is 
unknown to mo. 


In the intervening two months Pishop Sproll quietly rosided 
in Stuttgart. Оп 15 July he returned to ths Episccpal residence 
anë on 16 July concucted a ceremonial divine service. Оп the 
evening of the sam» day ther e occurred among the population 
aroused over tho return of t he bishop great demonstrations be- 
fore the ecclesiastical byildings of Rottenburg. On 18 July 
there were more even greater demonstrations. A report of the 
Reich Governor of 20 July is attached іп copy. It is to be 
expected that on Saturday 23 July even greater mass meetings 
against continucd remaining of tho Bishop will be put on, so 
that Carcinal Bertram wes impelled to send his telegram of 21 
July to the Fuehrer and Reich Chancelior. 


The content and tenor of this telegram are such that I can- 
not recommend a favorable consideration of it. Not the domon- 
strating people aroused over the subversive attitude of the 
Bishop, is turning against tho State, but tho Bishop by his in- 
credible behavior against tho.State and folk-community has turned 
against tho State. Іп my es-timation measures are not sufficient 
here, which mercly produce the condition prior to 10 April. І 
could only recommend a cessation of furthor demonstrations if 
the action of the German Embassy initiated at the Holy See is 
accompanicd by success. ІТ it is unsuccessful, the Bishop would 
have to be exiled from the lanê, or there would have to be 4 
complete boycott of the Bishop by the suthoritics, as the Reich 
Governor in Wucrttemberg at that time announced to th2 ecclesi- 
astical officials. 


I would notify Carcinal Bertram correspondingly, in caso 
tho Fuehrer does not reserve tho notification for himself.

civic behavior. By his absence from tho plsbiscite, which is to 
be evalucted only as a demonstration, he moreover 2556 48 
the sense of tho Episcopal oath of loyalty proscribed in مم‎ 
16 of tho Reichconcocrdat. 


The Bishop felt іпр21126 to evade the just anger of the 
people end to leave his dioc озса It is to be 238268 that upon 
his possible roturn and а poSsibls appearance in public, отеп at 
church functions renewed disorders and demonstr tions would 
occur. It bennot be exnects d of tho German police thet they 
would protect а man who has not perceived his most primitive
